On these hills (terpen) they built.

stock. As little else could be ob- 
tained, the Friesians were com- 
pelled to gather hay for their cattle 
in summer to feed during the win- 
ter, and thus we find in the begin- 
ning of the Christian.era, in the 
lowlands of Holland, cattle shel- 
tered and fed... This. extra care 
during winter and the abundant 
pasturage during summier had a 
favorable effect. upon the cattle, 
and they soon excelled the cattle of 
the surrounding countries in size 
and shape. 

When northern Europe emerged 
from barbarism, Holland’ became 
famous for its cattle and dairy 
products, for, though civilization 
gave Holland windmills and dykes, 
and thus kept the water within its 
boundaries, the country remained 
a low country—toolow and wet to 
be of much value for agricultural 
purposes. 

Step by step the black and white 
cattle advanced, until they reached 
the high point of excellence at 
which they now stand. -But it 
must be admitted their success is 
|} due more to centuries of care and 
unusually favorable circumstances 
for their development than to 
scientific breeding. The majority 
of the: breeders of Dutch cattle in 
their native country have but lit- 
tle idea, even at the present day, of 
the most simple. principles of 
breeding. But for centuries they 
kept the best cattle for themselves, 
simply -because they knew that 
these paid the best; and they kept 
the bulls of their best cows simply 
because they knew, as a rule, these | s 
made the best bulls. And with 
these limited ideas of breeding 
they succeeded in producing some 
ofthe best. cows yet known.
